2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7)

The subject matters of claims 1-15, 20, 22, 24-27, 29-35, 38-48 and 50-57 do not appear to involve an 
inventive step in view of document 1 cited in the ISR. Document 1 discloses a cool garment comprising a mesh- 
section 22a, spacers 22c, a suction hole 22b, a fan 23 and a power supply for driving the fan 23. Furthermore, 
document 1 also discloses a constitution in which a dehumidifying section 50 is installed. Moreover, the flow 
rate of the fan and the air conditioning capacity are mere matters that a person skilled in the art could have 
decided as required, considering the air conditioning effect, etc. Meanwhile, processing the respective sections 
of a garment to be water-proof or water-repellent is a merely well-known technique. 

The subject matters of claims 21, 23 and 36 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 and document 2 newly cited in the IPER. Document 2 discloses a constitution in which closing 
portions 7, 8 and 9 are formed near exhaust portions. Furthermore, a person skilled in the art could have easily 
applied the technique concerning the closing means disclosed in document 2 to the hem portions of the cool 
garment disclosed in document 1. 

The subject matter of claim 37 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 1 and 
document 3 newly cited in the IPER. Document 3 discloses a technique in which a PVC pipe is installed near 
the waist portion. 

The subject matter of claim 49 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 1 and 
document 4 cited in the ISR. Document 4 discloses a system in which data is acquired through the internet. 

The subject matters of claims 16-19 and 28 are neither described in documents 1-4 nor could have been 
easily conceived of from these documents. 
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Box No. VIII Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

The "Magic Tape" stated, for example, on page 22, line 29, page 23, lines 14-15, page 24, lines 1 1-21, 
page 29, line 20 to page 30, line 1 and claim 19 of the specification is a registered trademark. It is desirable that 
|tne term is corrected to read "a face fastener" or other general term. 

Claim 20 quotes claims 1 -6, but claims 1 -6 do not include any description concerning the opening and 
closing means for opening and closing the front of an air guide means. 
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
